Problem

The next version of the COTS Analysis and Modeling Report (222-CD-001-009) is due on December ,1997. This document
reflects COTS cost estimates based on current Release (Version) 2.0 design and EDS updated cost. With this design, our COTS
cost estimates are at $186.9 M. The COTS pool budget has increased $0.8M (MOU 61-66 based on Contract Mod. 53 and
increase of FOS and EDF requirements. Thisincrease is due to Contract Mod. 53, Release (Version) 2.0 cost update and
additional COTS based on COTS budget changes (reference MOU 61-66 of the COTS Log for specific). Also the COTS cost
estimate has grown by $3.2 M due to the updated price quotes for SGI COTS by EDS. In addition, the report includes the cost
impact of Release 2.0 Cold Spares, Support failover design and Release 2.0 SSI& T environments at GSFC and EDC. This report
reflects about $4.0M increase from the August 1997 report.
